LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP).—Big 
guns on both sides of the English 
Channel opened up early today for 
the second exchange of fire since 
nightfall. 

The gunfire, beginning again at 
1:30 a. m., after a three-hour quiet, 
shook the coastal region.

“Mr. Coghlan was serious about 
wanting these cannon on the scrap 
pile, and since neither the Gov- 
ernor nor the Attorney General 
would claim title to them, felt that 
it was up to some citizen to do this 
patriotic job. I agreed with him, 
so I decided I would do it myself— 
as a taxpayer and at his expense.” 

He paused to lift two fingers in 
the victory salute. 

“I decided to come to Jefferson 
City and move the cannon to a 
national junk pile,” he continued. 
“All I wanted to do was to get that 
gun into scrap where it belongs.”

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'Manufacturer Who Lost Old Business Due to os Ag 


Priorities Hits Rationing. Knot in 


Promising 


New One.. 


Forced out of a prosperous busi- 
ness by wartime aluminum pri- 
orities, Ernest F. Pohl, a former 
manufacturer of electric steam 
pressing irons, was faced today 
with liqtidation of a potentially 
lucrative cordwood enterprise be- 
cause of gasoline rationing and in- 
ability to obtain trucks to haul his 
wood to market. 

Meanwhile, consumers in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County are 
begging for wood, besieging deal- 
ers with orders which they are 
unable to fill. Many dealers are 
months behind with hundreds of 
orders, wood is coming in with 
increasing slowness, due primarily 
to farm labor shortages and trans- 
portation difficulties. 

Pohl, who still operates an iron 
repair shop at 2105 South Thirty- 
ninth street, tapped a rich cord- 
wood market several weeks ago 
when one 70-cent classified adver- 
tisement in the Post-Dispatch 
brought him orders for $19,500 
worth of wood, representing 1500 
cords at $13 a cord to be delivered 
from a tract near Warrenton, Mo., 
57 miles west of St. Louis. 

Checks. 


Returning 

But Pohl was busy returning 
checks today and looking rue- 
fully at unfilled orders. His tim- 
ber cutters, hired at the unprece- 
dented rate for this section at $2 
a day and board and lodging, stood 
in idleness as he vainly attempted 
to procure trucks to move his 
wood. 

“T’ve got wood enough to supply 
the whole community,” Pohl said, 
“but it looks as if I can’t beg, 
borrow or steal a truck. Even at 
$5 a cord I haven’t been able to 
get haulers. Many truck- drivers 
don’t like to handle cordwood any- 
way, and the ordinary truck isn't 
fitted to handle three cords of 
wood, weighing 12,000 pounds. And 


a day. Even unseasoned wood, 
once scorned, was snapped up. 

“It used to be that many farm- 
ers and their sons cut wood in 
their spare time,” one dealer re- 
marked, “but now many of the 
sons have gone to war and there 
isn’t any spare time. Besides the 
woodcutter wants wages compara- 
ble to those he can get in defense 
plants.”

NORRIS VALEDICTORY IS PLEA) _ 


FOR JUST AND LASTING PEACE: 


Senator, 


at Testimonial Wiener: 


Americans Who Want to Fight War for 
Profit or Power. ° 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
Senator Norris (Ind.), Nebraska, in 
@ ringing valedictory to nearly 40 
years in Congress, declared last 
night that the Americans who want 
to fight this war for profit or po- 
litical power must be “taught the 
evil of their ways” so the United 
States can join in writing a per 
manent peace. 

Lauded in a letter from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and praised person- 
ally by Vice-President Wallace, the 
81-year-old Nebraskan, who is leav- 
ing the Senate Jan. 2, turned a 
testimonial dinner party into a 
forum for a thunderous appeal for 
a just 

With 50 or more of the nation’s 
public leaders banked around him 
at a horseshoe dinner table, Norris 
listened as speaker after speaker 
piled accolade on accolade in dis- 
cussing his history-making career. 

Attack on Greed. 


Then with a brief word of thanks 
Norris plunged into a vigorous at- 
tack on the views of those he said 
apparently were more interested in 
personal gain than in making over 
the world after the war. 

Without mentioning him by 
name, Norris alluded to a recent 
speech of W. P. Witherow, re- 
tiring president of the WNa- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers, in which the Nebraska Senator 
said the association chieftain had 
asserted the United States was not 
fighting to give a quart of milk 
daily to Hottentot babies nor to 
build a new TVA on the Danube. 

“How narrow-minded, how blind 
of world conditions he is,” Norris 
cried. “He wants to fight the war 
so that he will get more money. 
If that be the result, we will have 
fought the war in‘ vain. 

“If out of it all we cannot get 
a peace that will combine the ef- 
forts of all of the world for better 
things, then we had better surren- 
der to Hitler tonight.” 


Letter From Roosevelt, 


Norris sat silent and palpably 
uncomfortable as a half dozen 
speakers, introduced by Associate 
Justice Hugo Black of the Su- 
preme Court, arose to pay tribute 
to him and to the social changes 
he had wrought in a long and col- 
orful career apparently nearing its 
close after his defeat for re-elec- 
tion Nov, 3. 

Senator Guffey (Dem.), Pennsyl- 
vania, host to the gathering, read 
a letter from President Roosevelt 
addressed to “Dear George” which 
alluded to Norris as a “tireless 
champion of liberalism.” 

Pointing out that he could not 
attend banquets these days, the 
President said nothing would give 
him more pleasure than to attest 


faithful service as @ guardian of 
the public interest.” 

“Through two score years you 
have been as a tower of strength 


years. 
“In these critical days, we need 
your counsel as mever before and 
the youth of the land particularly 
needs the force of your example 
which has been as a beacon light 
of righteousness for more than a/| 
generation.” 
‘Tribute by Wallace. 

Norris was described by Wallace 
as “one of the far-visioned social 
planners of his time.” Wallace 
extolled him as one who “belongs 
to that small group of wise public 
men who clearly see the future 
and are willing to do something 
about it.” 

Wallace sketched briefly the ac- 
complishments of Norris, who fa- 
thered the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, sponsored a constitutional 
amendment abolishing “lame duck” 
sessions of Congress, was largely 
instrumental in establishing a one- 
house Legislature in Nebraska and 
had a hand in countless other al- 
terations in the country’s way of 
doing things. 

There have been reports that 
Roosevelt will appoint Norris to 
some other public office, but Wal- 
lace said simply that the Nebras- 
kan “is going back to be among 
his old friends in McCook.” 


Invitation to Tennessee. 


“Now, I understand, the people 
of the Tennessee Valley are asking 
him to go and make his home 
there, to see his dream taking real- 
ity,” Wallace said. “But, great as 
is the pull of the Tennessee moun- 
tains and valleys, the pull of the 
Nebraska prairies is greater. 

“We don’t want him to go,” the 
Vice President continued. “The 
progressive cause needs him. Never 
have the liberals of this nation so 
needed his sage advice, his broad, 
earthy outlook on national and in- 
ternational affairs. 

“After every great war it is so 
easy for the forces of narrow, self- 
ish greed to entrench themselves 
and thus lay the groundwork for 
@ never-ending succession of wars. 
With George Norris’ help and coun- 
sel, the liberals of this nation can 
do their part in the hard, practical 
political job of making the world 
more secure for the common man 
of all the nations.” 

Wallace praised Norris’ under- 
standing of “the fundamental im- 
portance of conserving soil, water, 
electricity and people.” He said 
Norris had shown “the same broad 
vision in his support of the national 
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in person to Norris’ “long and 


farm program.”

Head of U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce Says Vol- 
untary Co-operation Is 
Vital to Win the Peace. 


The keystone to America’s post- 
‘war economy is the ability to pro- 
vide employment at reasonable 
wages under the system of free 
enterprise, Eric A. Johnston of 
Spokane, Wash., president of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. . 

“To win the peace after we have 
won the war, business,,labor, agri- 
culture and Government must co- 
operate voluntarily, not under com- 
pulsion, toward a gradual raising 
of standards of living here and in 
other countries,” he said. . 

Johnston, a slender, dark-haired 
man of youthful appearance and 
crisp incisiveness of speech, also 


war action in an address on “Vic- 
tory and Peace” and a luncheon 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce in Hotel Jefferson. Di- 
rectors of the national chamber 


nation’s war program. 

Discussing means of advancing 
the war effort, Johnston, at the 
luncheon meeting, called on- the 
Government to end.“red tape and 
indecision” and asked for an end 
to work delays on the production 
front through whole-hearted. team- 
work of management and_ labor. 
“The teamwork should be carried 
out the voluntary way,” he assert- 
ed, “or else the Government. will 
lay on the heavy hand of rigid 
regimentation.” . 

He called on Government, too, 
to forget, for the war period, 
thoughts of social reform, and 
urged co-ordination and centraliza- 
tion of all Government’s efforts. 

It is Johnston’s opinion that 
business men should supply the 
leadership in the co-operative ef- 
fort to provide mass employment 
at reasonable wages after the war. 
Asked what he meant by reason- 
able wages, he said: “We will have 
high wages and we must continue 
them.” 

The test of the free enterprise 
system, he continued in the inter- 
view, will come at the end eof a pe- 
riod of prosperity, which he 
thought would last from 18 months 
to five years after the war.

danger of losing our free enter- 
prise system,” he said, “The peo- 
ple, now tired of regimentation but 
willing to endure it during the 
war, again will ask for it after 
insisting that it be removed as 
soon after the war as possible.” 

As to Postwar Employment, 

Asked about means of providing 

postwar ‘employment, Johnston 
said: “Ideas must be put forward 
by business men and now is the 
time to start thinking about it. 
Our ideas will be cut by the dia- 
monds of criticism, but eventually 
industry, labor and farm interests 
will come to an agreement.” 
* As an example of ideas already 
being put forward he cited the 
speech of Henry J. Kaiser in New 
York ldst Friday, in which the 
West Coast shipbuilder called on 
industry to plan its postwar prod- 
ucts now and to announce willing- 
ness to accept war.bonds as ad- 
vance payments on peace-time pur- 
chases. 

The “good old days” when busi- 
ness “ran wild” and brought regu- 
lation on itself are over, Johnston 
said, and in general business: men 
are enlightened, realizing that 
concessions must be made to other 
segments of the American econ- 
omy. 
“Labor unions are: here to stay 
and most employers realize that,” 
he added, “but unions will have to 
regulate themselves or accept reg- 
ulation from without.” 

As to this country’s position on 
postwar international affairs, he 
said: “We'll still have a strong 
nationalism, but it will be temp- 
ered by a realization of responsi- 
bility to the rest of the world. I 
don’t mean that we're going to 
have a WPA project for the world 
-—the American people wouldn’t 
stand for that—but we'll be willing 
to co-operate. in helping other 
countries help themselves.” 

Selfishness an Obstacle. 

In discussing the postwar period 
at the luncheon meeting, Johnston 
said: “We have the brain power 
to build a better world, but the 
obstacles in the path of progress 
are selfishness and lack of vision. 
War has shown that a_ united 
America is possible. We all are 
dedicated to the single-minded aim 
of victory. Is it inconceivable that 
we can projett this unity into 
peace, which will be as difficult to 
win in many ways as the war? 

“Self-interest must give way to 
national interest. We must com- 
promise, co-operate and co-ordi- 
nate to guarantee progress and 
hope and opportunity for mankind 
and to maintain our progressive 
and dynamic freedoms. 

“All the potentials exist to as- 
sure operation of our system and 
to assure employment to the mil- 
lions released from the armed 
services and the many millions 
more now fashioning out tools of 
war. 

“We know that we will have the 
greatest plant capacity in our his- 


tory, most of it modern; will have 


the greatest skilled labor force 
ever available to any nation, and

“Liberated by United Nations.

WASHINGTON, -Dec. 11 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, in his seventh 
quarterly report on lend-lease op- 
erations, said in a letter of trans- 
mittal to Congress today that since 
the: last report “the Axis powers 
have, temporarily, at least, lost the 
initiative. We must do all we can 
to keep them from regaining it.” 

The text of the letter follows: 

“Il am transmitting herewith the 
seventh quarterly report on oper- 
ations under the Lend-Lease Act. 

“Since the last report, the war 
has entered a new phase. United 
Nations’ forces attacking from 
Egypt and North Africa-.are con- 
testihg with the Axis for. control 


Mediterranean. The Soviet army, 
having held with stubbon bravery 
at Stalingrad, has now assumed the 
offensive. The Japanese have been 
recklessly expending ships and 
men in the Solomons, a battle- 
ground of our own csoosing. 
“The Axis powers have, tempo 
rarily at least, lost the initiative. 
We must do all we can to keep 
them from regaining it. 

Must Use Full Strength. 
“We must bring the full strength 
of all the United Nations:to bear 
directly against the enemy, 


ductive capacity and-our material 
resources, our finished munitions 
and our fighting man power; and 
we must do this in accordance with 
a single world strategy. That we 
are making good progress in this 
direction I think is shown by re- 
cent developments, and by this re- 
port on the part played by lend- 
lease, 

“We also have another task, 
which will grow in magnitude as 
our striking power grows, and as 
new territories are liberated from 
the enemy’s crushing grip. That 
task is to supply medicines, food, 
clothing and other dire needs of 
those peoples who have been 


plundered, despoiled and starved. 

“The Nazis and Japanese have 
butchered innocent men and 
women in a campaign of organ- 
ized terror. They have stripped 
the lands they hold of food and 
other resources. They have used 
hunger as an instrument of the 
slavery they seek. to impose. 

“Our policy is the direct oppo- 
site. United Nations’ forces will 
bring food for the starving and 
medicine for the sick. Every aid 
possible will be given to restore 
each of the liberated countries to 
soundness and. strength, so that 
each may make its. full contribu- 
tion to United Nations’ victory, and 
ito the peace which follows.” 

Sharp Rise in Lend-Lease. 

Lend-lease aid in the last three 
months up to Dec. il, totaled 
$2,367,000,000, Roosevelt reported. 
This was more than a third high- 
er than the figure for the previous 
quarter and four times the total 
for the three months immediately 
preceding United States entry into 
the war. 

Total value of lend-lease goods 
transferred and services rendered 
since the beginning of the program 
on March: 11, 1941, to Nov. 30, 1942, 
was placed at $7,496,000,000 in the 
report. This compared with $5,- 
129,000,000. reported in the sixth 
report three’ months ago. 

For the 12 months ending Nov. 
30, the first year of American par- 
ticipation in the war, lend-lease 
aid totaled $6,526,000,000. 

10 Billion a Year. 

The report placed the current 
rate of, assistance at approximately 
10 billion dollars annually. This 
is about 15 per cent of the current 
rate of spending “on the over-all 
United States war program,” the 
President said, and “thus, we now 
are putting about one-seventh of 
our total effort into lend-lease aid 
to the other United Nations.” 

The report said that while lend- 
lease aid continued to new record 
levels in the last quarter, the 
United States at the same time 
had “equipped and supplied rapidly 
growing numbers of American 
forces overseas, who will number 
more than one million by, the end 
of this month.” 

The: report listed goods trans- 
ferred since the program began in 
March, 1941, as $5,854,000,000, or 78 
per cent of total aid réndered. 

In the past, transfers have gen- 
erally heen made before goods 
were loaded aboard ship. Conse- 
quently not all goods recorded as 
transferred have actually been ex- 
ported. About 10 per cent has 
remained in this country waiting 
shipment. 

Starting Dec. 1, however, trans- 
fers are being recorded as the 
goods are loaded. Hence, the fig- 
ures..for goods transferred here- 
after will approximate exports,

In October, 1942, approximately 
40 ‘per cent of’ lend-lease’ exports 
went to the United Kingdom, 21 
per cent to Russia, and 39 per 
cent to other areas.

Presentation of the proposed bill 
to create the office of Transporta~ 
tion Administrator for passage by 
the Board of Aldermen was post- 
poned until next Friday because 
of the illness today of Alderman 
Charles E. Albanese, chairman of 
the Traffic Committee, Mayor 
William Dee Becker told the 
Post-Disptach. 

Mayor Becker said he had hoped 
to have the bill before the Board 
of Aldermen for passage today, but 
that since the situation will not 
permit that, he added, “‘we’ll just 


have to wait.” He said he was 
sure the bill would be in effect 
by Jan. 1, 1943. 

Attends General Meeting. 

Although Albanese attended the 
general aldermanic meeting today, 
on redistricting, he told reporters 
he would be unable to stay at his 
office to attend a proposed meet- 
ing of the Traffic Committee at 
which some minor amendments 
were to be added to the traffic 
bill, 

The meeting of the committee 
was postponed until Tuesday when, 
Albanese said, the bill probably 
will be reported out of committee, 
with. amendments, ready for pres- 
entation to the board Friday. 

Strong opposition to the pro- 
posed ordinance was voiced yester- 
day at the committee hearing by 
representatives ‘of the downtown 
retail stores and their employes, 
who asserted the change in store 
hours contemplated under the or- 
dinance would not solve the public 
transportation problem but would 
seriously disrupt the lives of more 
than 10,000 clerks. 

Store-Hour Charge Essential. 

Mayor Becker told reporters that 
traffic surveys showed that a 
change in downtown store hours 
was needed before gasoline ration- 
ing, and it is essential now that 
thousands of new riders had been 
added to the transportation bur- 
den. 

He said he had asked for early 
passage of the bill because the

HE policy of neutrality being 
T pursued by Generalissimo Fran- 
, cisco Franco, the Spanish dic- 
tator, is of a piece with the pol- 
icy of neutrality pursued by Benito 
Mussolini, the Italian dictator, in 
the period between Sept. 1, 1939, 
and June 10, 1940. 
That policy of neutrality is the 
product not of principle but cf ex- 
pediency, not ‘of desire but of ne- 
cessity. It may last the war. Let 
us hope it will. But we had better 
not count on it. For it is not in- 
tended to be permanent but only 
ephemeral. 
It must be recognized that Span- 
ish neutrality runs counter to 
rather than parallel with the do- 
mestic and international aims of 
the Spanish dictator, as it cer- 
tainly runs counter to his and his 
Government’s ideological sympa- 
thies.

OULD Franco have had his 

way at any time since Septem- 
ber, 1939, Spain would long ago 
have actively joined the Axis. But 
since Spain has not yet recovered 
from fearful bloodletting and de- 
struction of three years of civil 
war, since she is still a broken and 
starving land, Franco has had-no 
choice but to keep his country out 
of war. 

This circumstance has been to 
our advantage. It has meant one 
fewer nation in the war against 
us. It has spared Gibraltar from 
attack by way of the land ap- 
proaches to “the Rock.” It has 
kept Hitler from using Spanish 
Morocco as a base for operations 
in North Africa and Spanish ports 
on the Atlantic and the Mediter- 
ranean’as U-boat nests.-

UT Spanish neutrality has not 
B been without its very real and 
\positive advantages to the Axis, 
too. 

In the words of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, Franco Spain has 
served the Axis as “messenger boy, 
smuggler, agitator, and spy.” 

The Spanish Falange, for a long 
time headed by Franco’s brother- 
in-law, Ramon Serrano Suner, has 
beeh Hitler’s most important “fifth 
column” in Latin America. 

Spain’s population has been kept 
hungry so that Hitler’s minions 
could be fed, her industries have 
been crippled so that the German 
war machine could function. And 
every Spanish leader from Franco 
down has been a vociferous apolo- 
gist of and propagandist for Nazi 
Germany and Fascist Italy.

HEN, last month, American 

and British forces landed in 
Morocco and Algeria, President 
Roosevelt addressed a letter to the 
Spanish dictator informing him 
that the Allies entertained no ag- 
gressive designs against Spain and 
urging him to preserve Spanish 
neutrality. 

Franco’s reply was in the affirm-

Making the World Safe for N. A. M.? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ONGRATULATIONS on the editorial, 
“Milk for Hottentots.” However, I 
fear the matter is even more serious 
than you suggest. 

W. P. Witherow, in speaking as the 
head of the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, an organization that can 
back up its views with a more formi- 
dable concentration of economic power 
than any other body in this country, 
must have given considerable thought 
to the exact phrasing of his speech, and 
his words are well chosen indeed to con- 
vey the meaning he intended. “No milk 
for the Hottentots” and “No TVA on 
the Danube,” far from being isolated and 
loosely coined phrases, are the high- 
lights of a lengthy speech whose sole ob- 
ject is to announce the opposition of big 
business to Vice-President Henry Wal- 
lace’s “Century of the Common Man.” 

In other words, the attitude of the 
N, A. M. is one of profound disloyalty 
toward the announced war aims of the 
United Nations as embodied in the At- 
lantic Charter. The N. A. M. is all-out 
on war production, of course, but in ex- 
change it appears to demand the priv- 
ilege of formulating its own war aims. 

ese are the inescapable conclusions to 
be drawn from Mr. Witherow’s words. 
The only way in which the N, A. M. could 
disprove them would be public censure of 
its head, and I’d hate to bet on that. 

Your editorial rightly pointed: out the 
catastrophic consequences that the views 
expressed by Mr. Witherow would have 
if they were to determine the conditions 
of the peace to come. I believe they may 
also help us to lose the war. 

Mr. Witherow apparently fails to real- 
ize that it is not weapons, but the men 
behind them, who win victories, and that 
these men need faith in the promise of 
a better post-war world in order to en- 
dure the hardships of body and spirit 
that are the prerequisites of victory. 
Men do not win wars if they regard 
their mission as a purely defehsive one. 

Mr. Witherow’s unwillingness to fight 
for “milk for Hottentots” bears a fatal 
resemblance to.France’s reluctance, in 
1939-40, to “die for Danzig.” This is the 
stuff of which defeats are made. 

Mr. Witherow may be unwilling to be- 
lieve it, but the American people are 
not fighting this war in order to make 
the world safe for the N. A. M. Perhaps 
the “people’s revolution” that he finds 
such an unpleasant thought -will come 
after all.

President Huffman’s Position: 
President Edwin E. Huffman made the “official” 
Yeply for the board, “I was surprised,” he said, “when 
this board first started work, to learn that vacations 
were not granted. We immediately started to in- 
vestigate and ran into two major questions: (1) 
Whether the board has a legal right to. establish 
vacations with pay, and (2) if it has the right, what 
should be the length of such vacations?” 

It was found, he continued, that the Legislature 
had provided for two days off in each month back in 
1893, and ‘that it had also fixed the size of the police 
force at 1550 men—a figure which Huffman con- 
siders a mandatory minimum. To grant even a one- 
week vacation means reducing the force by 35 men 
—about one-fiftieth of the total—each day. 

Under present conditions, says Huffman, even 
though the age limit for recruits has been raised 
from 30 to 34 years, great difficulty is being en- 
countered in keeping the force at its statutory 
strength without even thinking about replacements 
for men on vacation, 

As to paying policemen for the extra time they 
are compelled to be on duty, Huffman declared that 
salaries are now as high as State law permits. By 
way of compensation, he said that the board had a 
“liberal” policy of granting furloughs without pay. 
Only about 10 per cent of the men ask for such 
If the Legislature wants to allow vacations 
with pay, he concluded, then it should also authorize 
an increase in the size of the force, 

Mr. Stephens’ Position: 

Howard Stephens, board vice-president, said that 
he was “100 per cent in favor” of improved condi- 
tions suggested by the editorial. He added, however, 
that more men would be needed if any changes 
were made. The President’s order stopping enlist- 
ments will be of some help, he hopes. 


Mr. Shifrin’s Position: 

Louis Shifrin, board member, said that “the 
editorial was as fine as could be written.” St. Louis 
cannot expect to have an efficient police force with- 
out allowing the men more time for recreation. But 
he, too, declared that the board cannot act unless 
the Legislature acts first. 


Mr. Muldoon’s Position: 

Thomas F. Muldoon, board member, also believes 
in vacations with pay. In his opinion, they would 
reduce the number of sick leaves—the only device 
by which a policeman can now be off duty and on 
the payroll. 

Thus, the board—to a man—is on record in favor 
of better police working conditions, yet it feels 
itself inhibited against doing anything to bring 
about these improvements by a statute which has been 
construed as setting no more than a minimum time- 
off standard. The law reads as follows: 

Sec. 7585. Police officer entitled to 24 days— 
That the board of police commissioners in cities 
of 100,000 inhabitants and over shall grant 
each and every metropolitan police officer, in 
active service, 24 days a year. (R. S. 1929, S. 
7442.)—Revised Missouri Statutes, 1939.

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MORE POPPYCOCK. 
Whatever the merits or demerits of the so-called 
third executive war powers bill, recently kicked 
around in Congress, Merwin K. Hart, president of 
the New York State Economic Council, trotted out 
a@ specious argument against it the other day. 
Opposing the bill before the House Ways and 
Means Committee, Mr. Hart said: 

I see provisions in this bill that would permit 
the regulating; and herice the restricting, of the 
amount of newsprint entering this country. 
Since about 60 per cent of all newsprint used 
in the United States comes from outside the 
country, this would bring to bear on the press 


a factor which might at least restrict its free- 
dom. 


This is so much poppycock. It is of a piece with 
the other silly scares which have been raised in the 
last decade in the name of freedom of the press. 
The first came under the NRA. Then the Wagner 
Act was attacked as a violation of a free press. 
Then the wage-hour law. All these statutes had 
no more to do with freedom of the press than 
a city ordinance requiring municipal inspection of 
fire escapes and elevators in a newspaper building. 
Freedom of the press depends, not on the amount 
of paper and printer’s ink in a newspaper office, 
but on the right and determination of the editor to 
speak according to his conscience. A single-sheet 
handbill, printed on one side, may be a better ex- 
ponent of a free press than a large newspaper with 
many pages. 

Mr. Hart may or may not know something about 
economics. We can’t credit him with much on the 
subject of freedom of the press.

How this news monopoly was broken is told by 
Mr. Cooper, now general manager of the AP, in his 
new book, “Barriers Down.” It. required. years of 
effort on his part, intricate negotiations and un- 
swerving devotion to the principle of truthful and 
unbiased news. This was a fight worth making, not 
alone for the prestige of the AP, but for the extension 
of the free-press principle to the entire world. 

Certainly every nation is entitled to complete and 
unbiased news about other nations. When it gets 
propaganda iné@tead, disagreements and suspicions 
are born that help produce wars. How much chance 
would a good neighbor policy have today if Mr. 
Cooper had not made his fight and Latin America 
still got all its news about this country from a for- 
eign source? As it is, the AP and Reuters. have 
clients and correspondents all over the world, and 
news is freely interchanged. 

Mr. Cooper suggests that the next peace treaty 
provide for freedom of the press throughout the 
world, with full liberty for news agencies to give 
unbiased interpretation of one country to another. 
This would be a great gain for international under- 
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SUSPICION. 
In a roundabout way, Hitler has let it be known 
that he has replaced the Chief of Staff of the Ger- 
man armies, the veteran Gen. Von Halder, by a man 
who is regarded by the upper crust of the Reich’s 
military caste as a mere whipper-snapper.

Revenue Estimates. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. il 
(AP).—Missouri’s State depart- 
ments asked today for $13,391,597 
more in appropriations than the 
State expects to collect in taxes 


in the next two years. 

Only a sharp increase in taxes 
could bring the State’s revenue up 
to their requests. 

The appropriation requests—to- 
taling $88,825,182—were submitted 
by the Budget Department to Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell, who will at- 
tempt to bring them into bounds 
of anticipated tax revenues before 
laying them before the Sixty-Sec- 
ond General Assembly next month. 

The requested total is 16 million 
dollars above the appropriations 
for the current biennium, despite 
predictions of tax collecting offi- 
cials that State revenue will fall 
off nearly five million dollars: dur- 
ing 1943-44. 

Estimate on Revenue. 

They estimated the State will col- 
lect $102,686,517 in general revenue 
in the next two years, compared 
with $107,557,120 collected during 
1941-42. Addition of the $6,625,538 
surplus expected at year’s end will 
give the State a total revenue fund 
of $109,312,056. 

If the public schools get their 
customary one-third share, amount- 
ing to $33,878,472, there will be $75,- 
433,584 left for the Legislature to 
appropriate for ordinary operating 
expenses of-the State’s Govern- 
ment’s many departments and 
agencies, 

But those departments, in re- 
questing $88,825,182, are leaving it 
to the Governor and the Legisla- 
ture either to raise more money 
by new or increased taxes, or to 
trim their appropriation requests 
to avoid a deficit. 

Most of the predicted revenue 
losses are expected in sales and in- 
come-tax collections, which to- 


time rationing—is expected to 
drop about two million dollars 
from $60,514,619 in 1941-42 to $58,- 
500,000 in 1943-44. Income taxes 
are expected to fall nearly two mil- 
lion dollars, from $17,433,656 to 
$15,500,000. 
Largest Increase Sought. 

Largest appropriation increase 
sought by any State agency was 
requested by the Social Security 
Commission, which handles old- 
age pensions, relief and child 
aid. It wants $43,129,454 of State 
funds during the next fiscal period, 
compared with $34,350,000 allotted 
by the last Legislature—a rise of 
nearly nine million dollars. 

The commission’s budget pro- 
poses $26,375,065 for old-age pen- 
sions—nearly six million dollars 
more than last time—with smaller 
increases in relief and administra- 
tive funds and a slight drop in 
aid to dependent children. 

All of the State hospitals—which 
went broke a month ago, forcing 
a special legislative session—asked 
for large increases. 

The Board of Health asked for 
almost three times as much as it 
got in 1941-42, seeking an increase 
from $529,600 to $1,567,256 


Of the elective State officials, 
the Governor, Auditor, Treasurer, 
Attorney General and Superin- 
tendent of Schools asked for more 
money than they got last time, 
while Secretary of State Dwight 


Brown asked for slightly less.

Robert H. Burns of Col- 
linsville, a bombardier on a Flying 
Fortress which scored three direct 
hits on a, 10,000-ton Japanese 
freighter, near Keopang, Timor, 
last April 18, has been awarded the 
Silver Star*for gallantry in action, 
dispatches from the Southwest Pa- 
cific area said today.. 

Burns, 22 years old, husband of 
Mrs. Mildred er Burns, 
of 1008 West Main street; was one 
of two Southern Illinois men to re- 
ceive the medals. The other ‘was 
Capt. Jack A. Wilson of Marion. 

Mrs, Burng said she received a 
War Department message last Nov. 
1, that her husband was missing 
in action. His Fortress, the mes- 
sage said, wds .participating in a 
night raid and was last seen in 
the glare of enemy searchlights 
over the target. On Nov. 22, how- 
ever, Burns’ sister In Pittsburgh, 
Pa., received a cablegram from 
him congratulating her on the 
birth of a son. 

Sergt. Burns enlisted in the 
Army Air Force three years ago’ 
in Pittsburgh, his home, and was 
assigned to Scott Field. While 
there he met his wife. They have 
been married two years. He was 
sent to Australia last March, 

Capt. Wilson received: his award 
for leading his squadron on a dar- 
ing strafing raid against the’ Jap- 
anese at Buna. In spite of a 50-foot 
ceiling and a heavy storm, during 
which the planes in his formation 
became separated, he returned to 
his base and at his own sugges- 
tion led a second attack over the 
target. 

Another member of a bomber 
group who received an award 
from Lieut. Gen. George C. 
Kenney, commander of the Allied 
Air Forces in the Southwest Pa- 
cific, at the same time was First 
Lieut. Aleron H. Larson of Eau 
Claire, Wis., who received the Pur- 
ple Heart. 

Lieut. Larson’s left elbow was 
shattered by a bomb fragment 
when he and his crew attempted 
to take their bomber into the air 
during a Japanese bombing attack 
on their base in New Guinea. A 
member of Larson’s crew was 
Lieut. Robert Crowley of 6246 
Northwood avenue, navigator. 
Lieut. Crowley is the son of Mr.

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The Rigid School Course 


By Angelo Patri 


E, as a people, insist that all 
W children attend school. Go 

to school they must until 
they receive their certificates of 
accomplishment. The idea is fine 
but the operation of it is, in 
many instances, deplorable. 


Most of our schools are in the 
old tradition. That seems strange 
to those who study education, who 
read educational reports and at- 
tend conferences of educators, but 
the fact remains. There are still 
great numbers of school men and 
women who are rigidly set in the 
school patterns of the 1870's. 


The courses of that day were set 
for those who could take academic 
work, pass their examinations and 
go to higher institutions of learn- 
ing. Those who could not pass 
were dropped. They either left 
because they were completely dis- 
couraged, or they were invited to 
leave. That made things easy for 
the teachers and the school au- 
thorities. Only the able and the 
willing, the fit, continued to stay 
in school. 


Then the compulsory education 
laws were Every child 
must stay in schoo] like it or not, 
and master the course of study, 
able or not. That brought many 
difficult problems into the school. 
Children whose physical. growth 
outstripped their mental develop- 
ment were forced to sit in school 
with children who, to them, 
seemed infants. But those infants 
set a pace for learning that out- 
distanced these others in no time. 
That made the slower ones feel 
unfit and awakened resentment 
against the school, the brighter 
pupils and the whole setup of edu- 
cation. But the teacher must hold 
those rebellious, physically ma- 


tured young people in school with 
the course as it stood. That wore 
the teacher down, delayed the 
progress of the bookminded chil- 
dren, and fostered rebellion in the 
backward ones. No good to any- 
body concerned. 

Instead of protesting, the heads 
of many of the schools held rigidly 
to the course of study, tried to 
force the backward and rebellious 
into a semblance of acceptance. 
The discipline became more rigid, 
marks and standards more exact- 
ing. And the failures more numer- 
ous. 

The rigid schoo] course that de- 
mands the same ability, the- same 
talent, the same taste, the same 
stage of growth and power, the 
same needs, of the pupils who take 
it, is doomed to failure at the 
start. Nature “makes children one 
by one and never repeats the de- 
sign. It is the duty of society, 
through its schools, to offer each 
child what he needs fdr the nour- 
ishment of his growth. That means 
a fluid school, a fluid program 
and teachers with adaptable 
minds. It means an enlightened 
school board and intelligent, adapt- 
able supervisors. 

It is well to keep boys and girls 
in school so they may be fitted 
for the work they are to do but 
what sense is there in keeping 
them in a school that unfits them 
for healthy useful living?

Puckett, driving into ette 
with the body of his ite on 
beside him in his automobile, ‘told 
a story that a lone, youthful hitch- 
hiking. bandit, armed with a re- 
volver, slew his wife when she re- 
fused to hand over her purse. 

Several days after the slaying, 
authorities. discovered that Mrs. 
Puckett’s estate in Chicago was 
worth $25,000. The state will 
charge at the trial that Puckett’s 
motive for slaying his wife was 
to get her money. He is her only 
direct heir. Her only other heirs 
are two cousins, Mrs. Anna 
Hiner of Los Angeles, Cal. and 
yc H. O. Kenney of Yonkers, 

Youthful County. Prosecutor 
Charles B. Kemmer—he’s only 28 
—says he expects to prove Puck- 
ett’s story is a fabrication, al- 
though he admits it may be diffi- 
cult to convince a jury of 12 men 
and women that they should con- 
vict upon only circumstantial 
evidence. 

“The story Puckett told is. a 
fabrication and upon examination 
it crumbles to pieces because of 
its inherent lack of truth,” Kem- 
mer said. “It’s impossible to make 
up a story with a lot of little de- 


‘tails and still make them all fit in 


with the other facts surrounding 
the transaction. I think our evi- 
dence is heavily presumptive.” 
According to Puckett, he and his 
wife were on their way from‘ Chi- 
cago to Lafayette to visit relatives 
when the tragedy occurred. 
When Puckett brought his wife’s 


body to a doctor’s office shortly. 


before 1:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon, he said that a bandit whom 
he and his wife had picked up 


-along U. S. Highway No. 53 had 


deliberately shot his mate in the 
back of her head when she told 
him she would not give up her 
purse. He said the culprit was 
about 20 years old, five feet eight 
to five feet 10 inches tall and 
weighed 170 pounds. 

Police and prosecutor were not 
satisfied with his story. They 
grilled him for 16, hours during 
which he was taken to Indianapo- 
lis for a midnight lie-detector test. 
After the test it was announced 
that it showed “three distinct dis- 
crepancies” in the story Puckett 
told. The grend jury indicted 
Puckett eight days later. 

Trying to reconstruct the crime, 
police twice took Puckett back to 
the scene of the crime where he 
showed them how he gave the 
bandit a walloping kick and sent 
him sprawling when he stooped to 
pick up the billfold which Puckett 
said he dropped when he removed 
it from Puckett’s back trouser 
pocket. The officers said they ob- 


served that none of the gravel on 
the road where Puckett said the 
encounter took place appeared to 
have been kicked about in «a 
scuffle, 

The. next day, Detective Serst. 
Kenneth T. Bowman of the Lafay- 
ette police and Detective Ernest 
Richardson of.the State Police 
went back to the scene to look for 
a gun which they thought might 
have been thrown away after the 
killing. They reported finding a 
.88 caliber nickel-plated Herrington 
and Richardson revolver lying in 
grass and weeds*in a field 51 feet 
from the edge of the road. Later, 
it was. announced that ballistics 
tests showed that the gun had 
fired the .38 caliber bullet which 
Coroner’s physicians removed from 
Mrs. Puckett’s brain. 

Finding of the gun was an im- 
portant and startling development, 
although ownership has not yet 
been established. It had been ful- 
ly loaded, the weapon containing 
one discharged cartridge. One had 
misfired. 


Although Puckett maintained the 
bandit had robbed him of $20 
after killing Mrs. Puckett, Consta- 
ble George W. Stinson reported 
finding $16.27 on Puckett’s person. 
Stinson said he found $11 tucked 
in Puckett’s trouser watch pocket, 
$3 in currency in a side pants 
pocket and the balance in change, 
some loose in a side pants pocket 
and some in a snap. pocketbook. 
Puckett said the bandit took his 
billfold, but the authorities found 
him still in possession of his draft 
registration and lodge cards. 

Puckett said the bandit, after 
the killing, fumbled through Mrs. 
Puckett’s purse on the front seat 
of the ear while holding the gun 
in his other hand and menacing |

N answering the following ques- 
[ tice. I’m hoping that the young- 

er generation has an idea what 
is meant by a Grand Chain. In 
any case, it seems to me the best 
answer to the following question 
from a soldier at Camp X: 

‘I have been. detailed” he 
writes, “to plan and direct the 
Grand March at a big dance we 
are holding down here. I have 
taken part in and witnessed a 
number of marches (Grand, of 
course) and feel that there is a 
more original and unique plan 
than the ordinary basic march. I 
hope you are of the same opinion 
about this and I think you are 
the logical persén to go to for help. 
I don’t know what to do at the 
end of the marching, except have 
the music stop and all go and sit 
down.” 


To this I suggest that the march 
end with a grand chain, which 
merely means that all who are 
marching are ordered to make a 
big circle holding hands, every 
girl on her partner’s right: Every- 
one then makes a grand chain.

RS. PUCKETT’S former name, 

Ella May Landquist, was found 

on one sheet which was not 
torn out.

The letters “O K” were in heavy 
black print, as though they had 
been traced several times with a 
soft lead pencil. The sheet also bore 
dates upon .which Puckett had 
written to her and visited her per- 
sonally. 

The case is a late-in-life tragedy 
for Puckett. Born in South Caro- 
lina, he had been a respected resi- 
dent of Lafayette and West Lafa- 
yette for 25 years. He painted 
many houses and barns in this 
county and came to be well-known 
by many for whom he did good 
work, 

Puckett attended a church in 


by Hitch-Hiker 


West Lafayette, where, for several 
years, he was a faithful, devout 
and responsive Sunday-school pupil 
and Bible student. 

His first wife, a former school 
teacher, died June 22, 1940. They 
had three sons and two daughters. 
Two of the sons are serving their 
country, one in the army, one in 
the navy. The third is a grocery 
clerk in Lafayette. 


Some time after his first wife’s 
death, Puckett, while living in La- 
fayette, registered with a matri- 
monial agency. Puckett’s bride-to- 
be was registered there, too. After 
carrying on a two-months’ mail 
courtship, during which Puckett 
visited her twice, they were mar- 
ried on March 7, 1942. They lived 
in the bride’s Kenwood avenue 
bungalow valued at about $7000. 
Mrs. Landquist was the widow of a 
Chicago building contractor. 

Chicago friends of the couple, 
some of whom thought Puckett 
was an F. B, L. agent, said “they 
both seemed happy.” 

Mrs. Marie Holland, one of the 
Pucketts’ neighbors, said “They 
were very much in love, and they 
never had any quarrels.” Mrs. 
Holland said the murder victim,

| Economical Menus -o- By Meta Given 


OW’S the time of year for mak- 

ing hominy—when-the frost is 

on the pumpkin and the fod- 
der’s in the shock. The raw ma- 
terial of hominy is field corn: white 
corn if you. belong to the old-time 
Southern school of thinking on the 
subject; yellow corn if you want 
the maximum of food value in your 
hominy. The shelled dry corn is 
given long, thorough cooking with 
either lye or soda, until it swells 
up and is ready to shed its skin. 
Unless you are experienced in 
working with lye, the soda method 
is simpler and safer; it was used 
by our grandmothers before lye 
was generally available. Hominy is 
a food rich in carbohydrates, with 
some protein, and a fair source of 
vitamin B-complex, especially if 
the germ is left in the kernel, This 
year it can make a vitally impor- 
tant contribution to the diet of all 


of us. 
Hominy. 


One quart shelled corn, one and 
one-half quarts water and two ta- 
blespoons baking soda. Choose per- 
fectly matured corn, preferably 
yellow. Wash well to float off any 
loose particles. Then drain, place 
in iron kettle (never aluminum), 
and add ‘the water and soda. Cov- 
er tightly and cook at moderate 
rate for about four and one-half 
hours, adding water from time to 
time to keep the corn covered with 
liquid. To test for doneness, lift 
a few grains into a bowl of cold 
water and see whether the black 
tips can be easily slipped off. When 
the tips are loose, drain the corn, 
rinse thoroughly with cold water, 
and pour on more fresh cold wa- 
ter; churn the corn through the 
water with the hands to remove as 
many as possible of the skins and 
black tips. If possible, let the 


Then cover 
with fresh boiling water, cover the 


‘kettle, and simmer’ until hominy 


is tender, about four and one-half 
hours longer. Gool, turn into a 
clean covered container, and store 
in a.cool place. This recipe makes 
two and one-half quarts, and can

safely be doubled or tripled, since 
hominy will keep for a month or 
more in cold weather. Be sure the 
hominy is always covered with 
liquid: 

To serve hominy: Turn drained 
hominy into a skillet containing 
drippings from ham, pork chops, 
sausage or bacon. Add one-fourth 
cup water to each two cups of 


-hominy, and simmer 10 or 15 min- 


utes, until hominy is heated 
through and has absorbed the 
brown gravy flavor.

East 
pounced on the trick and the de- 
fenders collected two diamonds 
and two spades in a hurry. 

West’s opening lead, though far 
from sound, had some excuse, but 
declarer’s play of the hand was 
downright awful. An opening lead- 
er does not deliberately lead away 
from a jack in preference to lead- 
ing a suit strongly supported by 
partner! Hence, despite Hast’s 
false-card on the first trick, de 
clarer should not have dreamed of 
taking a heart finesse. After clear- 
ing up the trump situation he 
should have led his remaining 
heart to the king and led the 
heart ten through East. If the lat- 
ter covered, declarer would ruff, 
return to dummy with the club, 
and discard a spade on the heart 
nine, If East failed to cover the 
ten, declarer would have nothing 
to lose by discarding a spade. 
Later, successive leads toward the 
diamonds in the closed hand 
would round out the contract,
